normal, like 1915. 

Like when an axe cost 98 cents and 
barb wire was $8.08 for the hundred 
pounds. When things cost like they 
should cost. Not like 1920 when you had 
to pay $2.22 for an axe and $6.07 for 100 
pounds of barb wire. 

And, barrels. Gracious sakes, you 
have to pay 76 cents for a plain wooden 
barrell Instead of 26 cents like you us¬ 
ed to. When they had good coopers. 
Why, for crying out loud, buggy whips 
were up to 79 cents. Not 40 cents like 
they used to be. 

Not to mention calico. Do you know 
that calico is up to 28 cents for the yard. 
Used to be 6 cents in normal times. 
And, how's a body to keep warm with 
coal Ht $18.30 a ton? Just a year ago, it 
was $9.60. Which was a lot higher than 
the $6.50 a ton wo used to pay back in 
'16. 

At least flour wus coming down. It's 
$12.90 a barrel. Better than the $13.60 u 
barrel they got last year. Nothing like 
the $6.80 - which was high enough - 
they goL for a barrel of flour (weighing 
196 lbs.) in 1916. 

And, arc they going crazy? Getting 
$5.10 for 100 ft. of 1 in. lumber. $7.30 for 
a hundrod pounds of nails? And, $22.00 
for plows. Records show that iu ’15,100 
ft. of lumber sold for $2.10 like it should; 
and 100 pounds of nails for $3.40. Plows 
wore $12.10. 

Ar ' here are some prices that'll real¬ 
ly make your blood boil. Cement at 
$1.40 a hundrodwuight, pitch forks at 
$1.40, scythes $2.Q3, men's shoes at 
$4.90 and men's suits at $89.00. Why. 
back In tho good old days of '15, 
Portland cement sold for 69 cents, pitch 
forks were 66 conts, scythes sold (or 
$1.06. men's shoes were sensibly pricod 
at $2.30 a pair and you could get a suit 
for $14.00. 

Of course, it was the war — tho 
world war, that pushed land prices and 
the wages up. Farm land was up to $90 
an acre, 70 pet. higher than it was in 
1918. Wage rates were sky high. You 
had to pay a farm hand $46.89 a month 
with board. Day labor cost $3.60 during 
the harvest, $2.88 per day during non 
harvest times.

The Futures Market 

Week Ending December 12, 1980 

Massive liquidation accompanied by 
huge price declines highlighted this 
past week's trading activity In grains, 
metsls and livestock. A week ago, tho 
markets were also under a great deal of 
selling pressure; but last week, the 
prime was at 18 Y* On Thursday of 
this week, the Chase Manhattan Bank 
raised its prime to 20%. This was the 
main mnrket feature for all com¬ 
modities and caused the sharp declines 
for the week. Actually a hotter word for 
last week's activity was 9tark panic. 

All week long, the markots were 
under selling pressure. Soybeans at ono 
time were down $1.38 per bushel from 
Monday's opening trade. Corn was 
down 88 cents per bushel since Monday 
and wheat waa off 49 cents per bushel 
for the week. In the last 10 trading 
days, the soybean market has dropped 
$2.37 a bushel and corn is oil 56 cento a 
bushel. 

This type of panic selling also hit the 
livestock markets. Hogs for June 
delivery are down $10 in the past 10 
trading days and $6 for tho week. Cat¬ 
tle are down $8 for tho week and $8 
over the past two weeks. It has been a 
long time since I have seen so much 
blood in the pita. Many traders in 
livestock were completely wiped out 
this past week. 

The metal markets also collapsed 
during this period. Silver, for example, 

Is down $26,000 per contract in the past 
two weeks and gold is down $10,500 per 
contract for the same time period. Here 
too, rising interest rates caused heavy 
long liquidation. The bulls In the 
"precious" metals took a real beating. 
Sometimes even silver and gold aren't 
''precious. 1 ' 

I mentioned last week that I felt this 
type of market action was not unusual. 
The warning signals were there for a 
sharp sell off and It finally came. It was 
a technical break. It was due to fear of 
rising interest rates and huge margin 
calls. Margin calls must be met when 
the market goes against you. Therefore 
when the market broke so sharply last 
week, the margin calls had to he met 
this week or the positiona liquidated. A 
snowball effect soon developed and all 
markets were in a rout. Lower prices 
meant margin calls, margin calls meant 
selling, selling meant lower prices, 
lower prices meant margin calls. 

Which way from here7 Are these bull 
| or bear markets? Should I hedge my 
crop or sit tight? 

I am bullish. I believe the recent 
market break was expected and need¬ 
ed. Nothing has changed fundamentally 
from a month ago. I still forecast much 
much higher prices for all feed grains 
and livestock by the summer of 1981, 

Thia past week, the cash markets In 
grains and livestock all firmed up a bit. 
This could be an indication that tho 
markets have bottomed. I also noticed 
that the spread relationships in the 
futures markets have also started 
working to the bull side. There was 
good commercial support in wheat and 
corn on the break. The light deliveries 
for December corn toll us that the corn 
market is basically sound. 

Don't just rush in and buy theao 
markets. The action is fast and furious 
and very dangerous. I view this break 
as a buying opportunity. Corn has the 
best fundamentals followed by beans 
and hogs. Don’t turn bearish now that 
we have had a washout. Trade from tho 
long side but don't chase the markets. 

Remember that to be a successful 
trader, you must buy when all others 
want to sell. Often times you must buy 
when things appear the most bearish.
